ARRESTED FOB MURDER. 

Xow York State Politician Accused ot 
Drowning a Man. 



T;ittle Falls, X. y., .-\ng. 10.— Albert 
Christie, a well kno-ivn politician and 
hotel-keeper, was arrested this afternoon 
on a warrant issued by Coroner Doug- 
las. At tho inquest as to tbe couse of 
the death of Daniel Aua, a lock-tender, 
.sonio sensational evidence was given, 
which tended to sliow tlint Christie was 
mixed up in the drowning of .\na. Cbris- 
tie declared that he had nothing to do 
-with tli(v death of Ana. At the imiuest 
.Tosepli Lee, a watclnuan on tho West 
Short tracks at the Lovers' U!ap cut, 
testified that on tlic night ot the drown- 
ing ho S.1W Aha walking down the tow 
liath. Ho also saw two men wiioin he 
tliouglit were Albert Christie and Iloli- 
ort Slattei-y- They came up the tow 
path and met near tb>grain elevator -on 
the canal. Lee testified that the Ijig 
man whom he thought was Christie, 
eauglit hold of Ana, and a struggle f9l 
lowed. A train passing at tbe time dis 
trncted bis attention from the men, and 
when the train had passed tbe men hiid 
disappeared. Wbon Ana was found his 
co.at was torn at tlie shoulder ami his 
lips were swollen. There were no oth 
er marks of violence. Tlie body was 
found lloating in the <-anal on xSunday 
morning, August 10. and it was general 
ly belierod that death was accidental 
'i'lic police, however, begiin a vigorous 
iiivestiL-alion. Koliert SlattiM-y left the 
day after the sujiposed drowning, but 
wiis arrested in Hudson liy C-oroner 
Doughis on a warrant, and is now in 
iail. Tlii> police hronglit forward ovi- 
donce which showed that Christie and 
.Vila wore unfriendly. They .also «bnw- 
ed that Christie and SlnttcrJ- loft Fin- 
ick bridge about 9 o'clock tlie nigbt Ana 
was drowned, and proceeded west on the 
tow path, and in addition, tbitt Ana left 
Perry's'lnck and wont east on the tnw- 
pnth' at ahout 'tlie .same time. The threo 
thCTiBfbr(!''wonld*iiieet at the point wliero 
Watchmaiillieeiaays tho flght too place.

Another view- 
is that His Majesty will not bo far 
honor Posen as to remain through tho 
manoeuvres and tluis give the pmbittor- 
ed Poles a chance to profit by the visit 
of many strangers and troops.

,Now that Lord Kitidicncr bus re- 
turned from .South .Vfricii, the query, 
"What has he got to say;' is over- 
shadowed in importance cinly by the Stall 
more terrible ciiiestiuii, "What does Ihe 
intend to sayV" Certnin it is that with 
eho greater part of the Briish pubuc 
tlie idea is generally pri'valunt that this 
mysterious, silent, relentless Oenenil will 
have much to tell with regard to tinny 
organization, lauil especinll.v its conmils- 
sioiied personnel. To understand the 
ouestion, one must practically be an out- 
sider; for file iioiiit of vieiv of iLondou's 
clubland is as far from the real soluiioii 
of tlu. problem as is tliat of the Stayly- 
liridge Kadical Debating Society. Again, 
the observing foreigner must not belong 
to tho school of Kipling, or his perspec- 
tive Mdll be as much out of proportion 
us are John Strnngo' 'Winter's "Text 
Hook for All Arms of the Service, und 
particularl.v the Infantry." 

The British army ollicer is the result 
of Hritisli social coiidil ions, and must be 
judgeil with that I'uct ever in luind. 
When Alfred the (Ireat oi-ganized tli|. 
l'\vrd (.Vutional .Militia), he made land 
the basis of numlu.rs aad the family 
system that of disciiiliiie. Families wi're 
enrolled into tytliings: ten tythiiig- 
formed a hundred, and the liuiidieds 
were eiindled iuto county (irgani/.:itiotis, 
eacdi under its own heretogii (dux, or 
duk<.), heme the hind-owuer became an 
olllcer by riglii; of his iocial position. 
The feudal system, -wliioli was intro- 
duci'd ill Knglaud as ii result of th(. 
-N'orman comiuest. took the place of the 
fyrd ;is the national defi.nci., and 
streiiL't licnerl. if such st re:igi hening -weri' 
n(?cessary. the right of the social leader 
to lie the military leader. li is self- 
evident tli.it no <itliei- systi'iii could lia\e 
bei.n possible. Tile kiiiglil was the rep- 
resentative of the country; ihc jieas- 
aut. no iiinltcr of wlnit degree, -w.-is 
s<-arcely an incident. .\.lvai)ecs in 'h-' 
art of war made necessiiry tlie I'orina- 
tiou of ili(. Train, or iniore properly 1 
Iraiueil buinls which were neither li.sh.i 
Mesh iKir S'«>d red herriiijc from a mili- 
tary point of view, and were besides a 
coiistaiil source of I loiiiblc hi-tweeii i'.ir.. 
aiiil iiarliaiiieiii. They iiiiniliered about 
lOd.OdO men, !ind u-ere ollicered by 
"gentlemen," altiiou-'li in occasional iii- 
slani-es men of "low estate" suecee led 
ill lieconiing captains of bands. In tliis 
coiiiiec-;ion it is interesting t<i note that 
in wli;it is probably the lirst lOnglisji 
diill book ever printed, published bv 
lOdward llavis, gentleman, in Ililll, aii- 
vice is given to the scolllug Toniiiiv as 
follows; "Tliere is another iioii.. speci- 
ally to adveiiise all soldiers of. that 
they do not rashly, neither td' purpose, 
(iisdaiuo to lie ffovenied and fiunuianded 
of 11 (Jnptniiic, wliicli is pei-cli mc . of 111 
ant.ii'iit house, as un inliiiite iiuinber o,' 
1'oikI and presumiduous fellowes do(. iiou- 
adaies; who, being rinh. and i-iisticall 
clownes, ilisdaini. to lie guided by c.-ip- 
taines whose valor and virtue, aud not 
whose aiii ient stock, hath jiveu thcin 
that ilogl-ee." 

Ill the Civil War the greater number 
<ir the trained h.-inds joined the luirlia- 
uieniary army, and fomied part of the 
Invincible Ironsides of '(h'onnrell. The 
officers, however, liad joineil tlii. rovalist 
army, hut under tlie regime of Cliurles 
II., the arm.v— olllcers and men alike- 
drifted, back into the caste distinctions 
<if former years. The cotmnission be 
came a Ilri^•iIege of birth, anil thi> com 
inissiniied l aiiks u recognized preserve of 
the aristocracy. That this was not only 
logical, but necessary, the -British lOiii- 
pire of lo-day lit.ars nbundaiil testimony, 
for it has been largely won and is still 
largely hept by the. sworil. Since the 
days of Wellington, the nrmy has at- 
tractoil till, fbiwer of Ihe eiltieated. cul- 
tured youth of the land, who, being 
practically born iuto the army, regard it 
as their normal condition or stnte in 
life, ami (.oiiseiiuentl.v, unless spurred on 
by pi-rsonal ambition or compelling regii- 
Intions, go through the years of their 
service in nnich the same manner as any 
other individual reared iu an environ- 
ment whiidi leaves nothing to iiidividiril 
effort. .Judged by Tcfiults, thi? Pritish 
olllcer has liecn a succi-ss. ultliougli in- 
Kt.mces arc numerous where an indi- 
vidual ollU'cr lias been a failure: but 
even there his fault has tisu.-illy been the 
national fault of thick-lii.aih.dness, or, if 
it is preferred, conservatism. 

.-Vfter the Indian mutiny of l.'Citl, th" 
army may be said to havi' gone its 
peaceful way, totally oblivious of all 
that was happening with other l''.uro]iean 
nations. ICver the last to adojil im- 
proved methods of eiiuipment or scienti- 
lie application of the rules of war, the 
jMiwers that be Were aiw.'iys more alive 
to a good-looldng 'budget tlinii a good- 
looking soldier. Circuuistances wen- 
partly to bluiiu- for this. The army 
proved fully etiual to SUch eniergencii.s 
as il was i-alled upou to meet, and army 
ii.aders. beyond an occasional XM.rfunc- 
tory complaint, were content to let 
things go (II) as they were. Put the 
lea\cii of modern jiiogress w;is at work. 
Qiretly but surely the yoiiiigei- schoid of 
ollicei-s liHik lip with modern ideas, and 
gcii;ly bill ]iositively, as is the way with 
all r.ritish rofoniis. a well-enuijiiied 
niodcni ollii-i r was taking the place of 
his dilettante predecessor. .\11 this has 
not iieen done by compulsory regulation, 
for, after tho initial effort of spciHing 
the coiuinission. it is always possible 
iindei- existing conditions for u man \<> 

idle. and. 1 'e is til." pity, in.-iny take 

advanlage of it; but it is distinctly un- 
fair to brand the coinniissinned ranks 
wlioh.siile as know-nothings and idlers. 

Prior to l.STl tliere had existed a sys- 
tem of jiundiasi. of commissions, which 
grew to be so unpopular that it was 
liiially abolished. Il h..d ils orig-iii in 
the (.arly days of the .-egular standing 
army, and was formally ri.cogniz(.d in 
Ihe reign of (liie.'u ,.\iine. it was de- 
signi'd to raise the prestige of the com- 
iiiissiou and restore to its former ex 
(lusivBUCHs the commissioned ranks of 
the army; aud from thnt imrticulai 
view-point it succeeded perfectly. Not- 
withst.'iuding the fnct thilt it enabled a 
riidi man to jump over the poor one, il 
iiil nidiiced inio the army a number of 
no !i who merely joinc.il for the prestige 
and exiienence of the life; nnd r<'signed 
afti-r a few years, to take up their 
social duties as lainled propriel ors. <''oii- 
seiineiilly, prouiotion was more raiiid 
than it might liavi. been under other eoii- 
dilions. More imiiortant still, it tended 
to keep down lh(. age avi.i'age of olllcers, 
and provided throughout the country 
among the country Kentlcmeu a body ot 
men ada|ited for commissions in the 
militia, yeomanry and volunteers. To- 
day this samu class is represented in thi' 
army by men who only serve a tew 
years, and then, on marriage or acci'V- 
siou to family estates, resign from the 
regular army and join the militia or yeo- 
manry. In corps where the purchase 
system did not exist, promotion wns 
iiiiich slowei- than in those "where such 
was ]iossibh., ;i suiiicieut defence for the 
system in its own day." 

To-day the oHlcer is still 11 meinbei- of 
the aristocracy, and wher(. he is not a 
iiicmber of an ancient house, he is ut 
least a geiitlcuian by .birth aud station. 
The relaiion of ollicer and ni;ni is the 
same to-day as it has over been, and 
I'oiiiniv himself _would be the last to 
wish it otlierwis'e. 'Nowhere . in th(.> 
world is there the same eoraradeship lie- 
twe(.ii oiil(.er !ind man on active service 
IS in the British army. They 'are com- 
rades in the truest sense of t'.ie word, 
nnd while they may eat together, sleep 
together, march together, and live in 
closest contact for mouths ut a time, 
neither ou(> of them would ever trespass 
on Ihi- other. To illtistrnte: One of 
llie men of tho regiment . to which the 
writer belonged wns lying on 'his cot in 
hospital, delirious, and sitting b.v his 
bedside was a subaltern of the man's 
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Cottage Cltr CItv of .Seattle or City ot 
Topekii, 9 p. iu. Aug. 3. 7, 11, 15, 10. 23, 27. 
31, Sept. 4, 8, ,12, 10, 20, 24, 28.

(Mr. Schwnl) is n physical -wreck. Ho 

sits on his verandah, seeing no ouo and 
doing nothing.

It is extraordinary how strung n hnM 
soothsaying, fortune-telling, chiromancy 
and other forius of suiierstition, whose 
professors claim to be ahlo to lift the 
veil of the future, retain upon the minds 
of mankind. During the untoward 
events which preceded the coronation 
fully as miicli attention was given to 
the predictions of gypsies and fortnn 
tellers as to the medical science which 
was treating the illuess of the Kin 
The fact that cevt.-iiii predictions had been 
UKuU^, was acccptiMl without any inves- 
tigation whatever, although it is, to say 
tho least of it, remarkable that they 
were never heard of until events brought 
about some chance of their fulfilment. 
This exactly illustrates tho process by 
whicli credulity creates tho wonders 
upon which it feeds. The HCiiig was 
suddenly taken ill on the eve of his cor- 
onation. Iniinediately. a number of pre- 
dictions arc brought to light having for 
their import a supposed prophecy that 
he Tiover would be crowned. If he had 
died and had not been crowned, belief 
in soot hsayiiii,' wonlil have received quite 
an in)T)('tus, l-'ew. if .-luy, would liavc 
stopped to ask where the record of these 
predictions had been kept prior to the 
illness of the Kiug. The people who 
publislied these predictions after tlu' 
King fell sick, must have known of their 
existence before the King fell sick. At 
lenst; <iue would naturally imagine so. 
Yet they were not published, and we 
believe th.-it I hey were not published for 
the simple reason th:it llicy iliil not cn- 
ist. In the event, tliey were happily all 
lalsified. But if the King had died, they 
would not for that reason have been en- 
titled to one whit more credence. Like 
the press i-orrespomlciiN. I he si.othsayi'rs 
uiade their bets on the King's death, 
and, like them, they lost their money. .\ 
■Jelinito instance like this of tho rank 
absurdity of pri>ilictions about the fu- 
ture, not hascil on the observation of 
cause and effect, and, particularly, au 
instance given great publicity from the 
station of the individual affected, should 
have a salutary effect in detaching llie 
public mind from thejie shameful super- 
stitions. It would have this effect, no 
doubt, were it not that faith in chiro- 
mancy, clairvoyance, irrational medical 
nostrums, fortune-telling, soothsaying 
and such like, being us irrational as 
lunacy, and, indeed, a form of it, arc 
as ditUcult to cure. But some may ask 
why we lump all those things together? 
Some of them have nietliod and rules, 
besides being of great anticpiity. We 
lump them together hecadso they all ap- 
peal to the same irrational impulse, and 
demand a submergence of the reasouinj! 
junvers ami critical faculties oil the part 
of those whom they supposedly enlight- 
en. In so doing, they are vicious and 
immoral, and the appearance of their 
devotees in any large numbers a sure 
indication of a degenerate society. If 
inun could to the smallest possible de- 
gree turn back the scroll of the fnt\ire 
without a knowledge of the causes oper- 
ating in the present, if he could 'lind the 
springs of action, of character and of 
destiny in iiiiything extraneous to experi- 
ence cultivated by reason, the coiulilions 
of hniuan life would 'be entirely changed, 
and the foundations of his development 
upiuoteil. Such n cataclysm is not to 
be br-juglit by gypsies, fortune-tellers or 
soothsayers.

Why is it that there are no thunder- 

t^tornis on this part of the Pacific Coast, 
tiud to what pm-lions of the Coast is this 
immunity oouliiiedV Wo do not know 
tho answer to either the first or second 
part of this question, but perhaps some 
of our readers do. Tho coast of Kjali- 
fornia appears lo enjoy precisely tho 
s.iiiie freedom from tliuiiiler and 'ght- 
uing as we do here. A Cuiiforuia news- 
paper says: 

In tho whole hisUa-v of Caliloniia cli- 
matology, since the American occupa- 
tion of the state began, we doubt wheth 
er a fatality from iJightning has oc- 
curred anywhere iu it. If there lias 
been any, it has not been recorded. Yet 
Joss of human life through lightning 
BU-okes is a common event iu other parts 
of the country. In 1805 tho Weather 
Bureau i>uhlished a monograph on tho 
.subject of "rrotection l''r<iiii Li^'lit ning," 
ill which the record of iiiortaiitv from 
this cause throtiglwuit the Cuitcd" Sl.ites 
lor the preceding live years was gi\en. 
dJiiring this period a total of l.iiUo' lives 
were lost by lightning, iiaiuelv, Vl{\ in 
1S90, when the record Wiis incomiilete- 
:.'04 in 1S91: 2,jl in 1S92: :>()<) in 
and ;!3G in 1S!J4. Xone of these deaths 
was chargeable to California. And in 
recording tlio damage done to barns ami 
dwellings iu the year ISfl-t, tho Weather 
•Bureau Observer notes the fact that "in 
December one barn in Ohio and two 
dwellings, were struck." to -which he 
adds the significant .statoment: "One 
of the latter was in San Francisco, Cal., 
•where . damage from lightning is almost 
uukno'tvn."

"A despatch from Vuiir says: One of 
the mosl disastrous tires which have 
r occurred in West Kooteuay is rag- 
about Ymir. .Many square miles of 
green timber have been reduced to track- 
less wastes of burnt slumps ami ashes, 
whilst many buildings cuanected with 
the more developed mines have been 
wiped out in such a uanuer as to ren- 
der it difllcnit to locate their fomer 
ites. 'Wagon roads and bridges have 
been destroyed, aud for miles every 
trace of human handiwork has been ob- 
'literated from the surface of the ground. 

Tho principal region which bus been 
devastated is "Wild Horse creek, where 
th(; more iin|iortaiit mines of the Ymir 
section are situateil. l-'or a distance of 
live miles along tin' wagon road from 
tho cyanide works of the Vinir company 
lo the FoL'liorii mine, every building has 
been destroyeil, the critiluiig and bridges 
on the main r.iad ami its branches burnt 
up. 

The only liiiildim,' anywbere in the 
liatli of the fire wlih li was saved is that 
covering the eyaiii'le plain, wliirli the 
"^'iiiir coiii]iaiiy ' DEVI'S in the fact that a 
iiiiiiilier of einployees there were coni- 
Iiletely cut olT rioni out-idc assistance by 
the Hanies ami had they not succeeded in 
kei'iiing the liiiilding iiitiiel would uu- 
douHiledly have perished. Fortunately 
the -water supply and fire attachments 
were in good order and the men dug 
holes iu which they immersed themselves 
in water up to their ne<ks, while they 
handled the hose in short shifts. I!c- 
lieJ* parties sent lo their ussistuiice 
from the stamp mill were ■unable t<i 
reach them, anil for a long time their 
fate was uncertain.

The men bidiind 
the llinnes bad eleven buckets of water 
with them and a little water was issu- 
ing from (lie face. "Willi this meagre 
isupply, handled iu tin cups, the men 
managed to keeji the lire from progress- 
ing along the tim'lier sets, relieving each 
other every few minutes.

Tho ilUWet aerial tramway, cisiuieotiug 
tho mine with the K. iS: iS'. Riilway at 
iStratford's Crossing', will ha linishod this 
week. Tho ore biua at both the ni)i)or 
and lower terminals are nearly iioiutjlet- 
ed. 'fbe'ore Ijins at tho -upper tcru»ual 
are connecited with tux ingenious Jiuto- 
matic loading device, whidi is a feature 
ot the Bihlet tramway. The ore Din at 
tho lower terminal, has a capacity of 
from 400 to 500 tons. 

Work at the smelter at Ija^smith, 
under tlio snperautondauce of Sir. Kid- 
die, is progressing. The masonry aud 
hriekwork, foruiiii:^ the 'retaining wall 
and dust ohainber, is almost completed. 
(The fimber for the smelter buUdin),-s has 
heea framed, and will bo raised in a 
few days. Ore bins I'or the burnt ore, 
havini; a capacit.v of 1,000 tons have 
Obeeu ei-eetod and the foundations for the 
iuachiuei-3' are beiui: ^'ot ready. Pliree 
eai' loads of juachinei-y have arrived and 
others are en xoute. Tho traek is laid 
from iLac^smitb, connecting ilie 10. & 
N. railway with the smelter door, and 
the machinery is being discharged with- 
in a fow feet of the foundations thoit 
will receive it. Another switch is now 
being cousti-iioted, that will couunct 
with tho eoal and coke Uoors. 

Near liock creek a receiving ore bin. 
with a capaeity of SOU tons of ore, has 
been completed, and another of the same 
size, which is being erected alougsiile 
of it, will be completed in a few days, 
giving a capacity of 1,0(K) tuns iu tliu 
two bins. 

The switch from the nniin line con- 
necting with these bins is a magniliceut 
piece of work and has been built under 
the superintendence of Mi\ Joseph Hun- 
ter. Tho connection with the first ore 
hin was completed on the Kltli inst. This 
switch is oil trestles, giving an easy 
grade from the main line to the top of 
the bins, as tlib .train loads of ore -will 
discharge direct into the bins, thus do- 
ing away with, any handling.

An ingenious arrangement is being in- 
troduced 'by .Mr. Ki(ldie, wl!'>roby, by 
means of a movable trestle, tlie ore will 
be distributed to the various piles. 
This ground will be connected with tho 
burnt oro bins at the smelter by a tram 
lino about 1,5U0 feet loug. Four switches 
will connect as luauy sections of the 
;;rouud containing tlie oro piles, with the 
iltock creek end of the tram Hue. These 
switches are su constructed that tlie tops 
of the ore cars will be about level Avith 
tho surface of the ground, so that the 
ore can be sliol into lliem with the mini- 
mum of Jabur. The entire system of oue 
bill from the mine to the .smelter and 
the receiving gi-punds at Itoek creek, 
will altogether have a capacity of about 
8,000 tons, so a' large reserrc of ore will 
<bfl on hand when the smelter is blown 
ia, 

'The fimolting .works proper have been 
delayed through the slow arrival of the 
machinery, but as this is now coming 
more rapidly to hand, tho entire plant 
should be rauuing at an early 'date.

If there be more than one .blow, or any 
iiiutilntion or haclaing in .the act of kill- 
ing, the sacrilice becomes a sacrilege, 
{.'!> The slayer of the victLm must be of 
I'lie pniestly caste, not a meJ-e butdier. 

I'snally u little idid of Kali is set U]), 
garlanded -with mai'ig<dd; ami a brazier 
'tilled with burning charcoal is placed 
iiIMin a tripod upon the idol. In that 
ca.-ic the prii'st drops a few grains of 
incense upon the brazier with the 
furm of iirayer. 

1'lie head and neck of the victim are 
hrst bathed in (Janges -ivater— a large 
supply A,( w.liich has boon brnui:ht by 
the Maliiirajiih nf Jaipni-. The ' oxi'cii"- 
lion block is merely a post a foot and 
a half i)ir the giniiii.l. and forked at the 
lop like a Y. Into this the head of the 
victim is pliioiMl and bound with a cord. 
.\ii assisl;int si'izi's the animal from be- 
hind— its himl h'L's ill Olio hand and fore 
legs in till. ohlK.r— and stretches out the 
i-i-eatiire in a hoiizontal po.s.ition. Then 
l.lie ])riost il(.als t.lu. blow from the si. p..

In this oonnoclion it may be meutioii- 
th;rt a jilace is now " fitted luit at

Kali, where shooj) and goats are slain 
every morning for tho use of the Indian 
Princes and their suites. The jiriest. 
or lord high e.\eciitioiior, as he inav 
otherwise be styled, is a magnificent fol- 
low, (! ft. 2.m. iu hoiglit. IIo uses .'i 
keen .Taipiir sword, and does his work 
Jnost efiticienlly and mercifully. H(>inu 
a pries.! by caste, lie is rather a superior 
personage, and does no more than slav 
tho beast, the rest of the work being 
done by menials. 

The method of cookiing the food is as 
iiniKirtaiit as tho food itself. It is an 
absolute caste law that no Hindu can 
oiit anything cooki'd by n inau lowi'r in 
caste than liinisolf. Ileiu-e <-oid;s in 
lligh-ciiste families are nearly all iiioin- 
bers of .the Bi-ahniiuica! or jiriesily 
c.'iste, -\vliieli claims suporfority ovi?r ail 
otiliers; naturally, however, they are men 
in re(lucpd cin'miistancos, or 'otlll.r^viso 
.unable to follow their ii.sual iirieslly call- 
ing'. So rinoroiis is this law. that eveu 
the shadow of a stranger of low caS'te, 
nn caste, falling ii])on tho food, ren- 
Ilence the kit- 
chen lit .Moray r.oilgf is ren. ly lioyoiid 
the ken of curious eyes — being noeess- 
ible only to one who is himsi.lf a lii;;h- 
easte Hindu. 

The one exception to this law is iu 
regard to ripe fruit. Uipo fruit. whi(di 
C'-ni be eaten wdtliont boiiiL' cooked,, is 
n direct bounty of Mother I'^-irtli. I'ow 
cas'to, or alien, hands raiiiiot affect it. 
since all tiliat she supplies is deemed to 
be sanctified. 

Tiie kit(flieii titonsils employed fov eook- 
iiiL,' are i-athor purions, and, in Knglish 
ostini.'ition, soniewha.t weird and fantiw- 
tic. They are all ot beaten brass, 
eni-Mienw.nro, or eojiiior well tinned: all 
of_ strange sliniies. The stove is a 
pr:mitlve concern, ;bo:ing merely three 
sides of a hollow square of bricks filled 
with -wood or cimrooal. But it h tlie 
gr.tdnal cooking over t1ii.>? slow firo that 
-'ives to mns-t Indian dishes their exqni- 
.sfte llavor— at least exquisite In' the wri- 
ter's estimation. 

An expert .Hindu cook somewh.nt of 
a vcJ-satile geninfi.: .' Limited by caste 
l.Tm-s to the sln>nl()st ingredionts, he can 
crO'itc the •mast 'elahorate dishes. ■ Con- 
sider the use of. .milk, fiucar. flour, tam- 
arind 



in conjunction -with sugar. Hour and 
tamarind — to say nothing of almonds, 
raisins, cinnamons, cardanloius — ln'. will 
make halluali. luddoo, soudace, and 
fm-ty other delicate swootmeats. 

Koi-ty more dislii's he inuld cieati' 
from fruits alone. I'^roin mango (the 
king of Jriiits), custaril-apple, piue-upple, 
guavn, banana — iu union with various 
products of milk mentioned above — ho 
(-onld make such a menu for desert as 
wxMiUl lustoiiish many a lirst-rate chef. 

What then shall I say of the thousand 
savories that, in conjunction witli thi'se 
and llesh-meat, are ev(Mi now sending 
up their sweet fragnince into the atnios- 
phere of Campileii Hill? I'lllan, that 
ni.vstei-ious concoction of meat, rice, and 
a thousand «i)ic(,'s; kurma, that tooth- 
some delicacy, lit Tor India's court 
wbif.'h creani and curd and taninriiid 
set I blend tli(>ms<.lves with meat and carda- 
mom and raisins. Aud -\Wiat about hot 
bindtilo and sweet kalisoudi? 

I'revious to the Jlahanijah's depn"-- 
ture from Iinlia, the Bombay Advocate 
thus describes tho elaborate preparations 
made on the steamer that was to bear 
the Jiarty to England :

The work of the GaeUc Lcjigue lu Ire- 
land Is beginning to show some clTect. 
A special correspondent of the 'Morning 
Leader, who Is traveling In Ireland, re- 
ports : 

Duhlln, now really determined to live 
a national life In the healthiest sense. 
Is doing many things thoroughly. In the 
evenings, in haunt after haunt, as I saw, 
the young people are being taught the 
Irish language, history, etc., in the best 
modern style, and the result Is "living" 
knowledge. The numher of workers, 
ladles especially, many with university de- 
grees, who give their serriccs .so zeal- 
ously and unassumingly. Is decidedly 
heartening. The language enthusiasm I 
leads, too, to n great deal of practical 
patriotism on Industrial and artistic lines, 
ibe Irish entertainments are becoming 
settled features of life. "Comnu'rclal 
choirs" arc being organized In the big 
Arms. My Incidental glimpses of the 
really Irish stage showed that n now 
scihool of actors Is arising. This struck 
me forcibly at the performance of a four- 
net play In Irish at the Rotunda, but It 
was still more evident at a rendering of 
Dr. Hyde's latest little dramn In the onon- 
air lu Mr. George Moore's garden. (Mr. 
Moore himself also pays tribute to the 
revival 'by-ibavlng a numher of his stories 
translated Into Irish, slgnlllcintly enough 
by a B. A. of Trinity College.) The 
• i-aellc League, which has had the largest 
share In all this nwnkoulng, touches life 
at iiiaiiy points In Dublin. Some tlnu^ 
ago Its chief offlco occupied a modest po- 
sition over a boot-slioii, now it has lar«e 
premises, and Us work suggests several 
busy public departments under one sys- 
tem. Its Publication Committee looks 
iwick on & year's record of success at all 
points, a quarter of a million copies uf 
Irish ibooks and booklets ibclng Issued, 
and most of thorn already sold. Its 
lnil)etiis to printing, art and bookbinding. 
Is obvious to every one, but the Impetus 
to energ.v, self-reliance and conddeiice Is 
far greater. Ton years more of It 
would mean a social anil Intellectual re- 
volution. It Is vigorously, but not Indis- 
criminately, supported by two new An- 
glo-Irish weeklies (with Irish depart- 
ments); It has also two organs of ltd own. 
One of these weeklies, the Loader, spccl- 
nlly adentlflod with the Irish Industrial

There he found two 
herds of fur seals, precisely similar to 
those which havo made PribylofE is- 
lands, in Behring Sea, famous. Lieut, 
d^ertholf approached the herds closely 
enough to observe that 9006 Of the seals

sign that any white man had ever ieen 
aware of their presence. It is believed 
that other herds will bo found in the 
far lAVesterii islands of tho .'Vlcutian 
chain, and in view of tho gradual decline 
of the ancient seal lisheries at St.
